Row at Waterford.

BLACKTHORN CUDGELS AND DIRNICKS,

—

Michael Davitt Wounded in the AfMMeay
—ilundreds Engaged in the Fighe
—Hospitals Crowded Wich
th: Woundeil,

Dunprs, Dee, 15.--Mlekasl Davitt, the

famous Irish loader, was sariously wounded
during o riot in Waterford City today. Mr,
Davittana Mr, Willlam U'Brion had gone to
Wiaterlord to  support the eandiditure
of Mr, ISeade, the nominee of the Me-
Cartiyites, for the sout In  pavliament
mude vacant by the death of HRichard
Power. Mr. Keane's opponent 18 Mr, Red-
mood, & membor of the Parnell wing of the
Irish party. My Davitt was stiongly urged
by the MeCiurthyites to stand for Waterford,
but he declined to do so and 1n consequence
of liis refusal My, Koane was mude the nom-
inee, No particulars of the affray 1n which
Mpr, Davitt was wounded have ns yet beon
recoived. -
WLater reports from Waterford Cluy show
that the riot thora this nfternoon was ono of
the mostsanguinary and vicious of any of
tho politienl rows thut have vecently attendad
the discussions In Irish towns of the rival
leaders, Ominous rumors of nnimpending
row lind boen exviting the populave for some
little whiio, and a forco of 6 police nad been
drafted into the town, in the hopes that thele
presence wouid seeire order,

Tho "arncllite leadors, Messra, Redmond,
Leamy and Dalton have bean in Waterford
some doys, Tnis afternoon special trains
brought hundreds of tha supporters of the
rivil candicdates, and the varions contingents,
armod with formidable blackthorn shillalabs,
murched through the strects to  the
music of brass bands, Messrs, Davitt and
others, also attended by a band of musle,
procecded to the quuartors of the Natwual
Uommerciul  eclub. Eu  route there the
disorder arose. A mob composed of mem-
vers of the Parnellite faction began one of
the flercost contlicts that has charactorized
prevarling  hostilities, The  opposing
crowds  fought at  very oclese qunr-
ters, and surged to and fro througn the
streews, secming utterly regardless of thoe
prisence of the polico, Vollays of stonas
were hurled through the air und the black-
thorns moved with a vicious celerity that
sent many of thehowling rioters to hoapituls,
the police stution and thon home for prompt
surgical nttention. In the midst of the uffray
Mr.  Davitt received n  nasty cut on
the forchend, from which the biood
llowed freely, M. Tauner and others wero
injured by stones. At last the polics formoed
a cordon and divided tho opposing mobs and
the Davitt erowd reached the club rooms,

Mpr, O’ Brien made the speech of the dav.
He bitterly denounced the assault upon bis
forces, nnd smd the crowds who injured
Duvitt had struck o glorious blow forthe Irish
causo,  Davitts’ answer to that  blow  was,
that now he was o canddate for Witerford.
O'Brien in his concluding woras accuscd the
police of using their batons more in fuvor of
the attncking mob than otherwise. The
police, he assarted, prgtected the Parnellites,
while tho foree of thelr blows was devoted
to the MceCarthyites,

Something Abontthe Patent System
of the United Stares,

Wasnixaros, . C,, Deo. 18.—[Special
Telegram to Tire Bee | —=The commissioner
of patents is putting the Inst touchos on his
annuul report. He is necossuarily late with
it, because bhe is roquired to incorporate the
statistics ot his office for the calendar year.
The commissioner said vesterday that he
would lay special stress [u his report on the
need for incrensed uccommodations for the
patont oftice,

“I sometimes think,! he remarked, “that
the vast practical vaiue of this department of
the government Is not properly roalized in
the west, All our scientifie and industrinl
progress rosts upon it Thers is a com-
mon  fdes that inventors invent for

the love of 1t. They do nothing of
tho sort. They invent to make money.
Removoe the stimulus the patent systom
offers and the progress of [mprovement
would ba paralyzed. The talephene was in-
vented simply bocause Bell wis & poor man
and wantod to boa rich one, Now that he
{s rich he may go opn expérimenting for

{:luruu re, but he nover would have
cen able to do it I his patonts
had not  given him  the mcuns.

I think the Bell company uak damaged the
interecsts of inventors by, romoraeloss
lengths to which it hns pushed its legal
rights, It has worked the paient ns no patent
was ever worked pofore, and, has brought
down an lmmenso amount of public odlum
upon its head.

Extent of Monopolles.

What is Being Dane In the RRepublics
tothe South ol Us

Wastsnaroy, D, O, Dee, 13, —=Ths Bureau
of American ropublies is juformed that bue
forty-oight miles remalns to be consiructed
of the railway that is to counver Buwnos
Ayvres with Valpuraiso, At tho recent maoet-
ing of the directors of the compiny in Lon-
don 1t was apnounoed that 700 miles ure now

open to teafe.  Hud it not heon for the Bay-
ing Drothers’ fallure, itis bolieved that the
road would havo been flnished at tho provent
time, but the work of construction,
which  was  suspended for o time,
has beon begun  with  renewed  vigor,
iwnd the directora  promise thnt it
shill be pushod through without further de-
lay. Tho ountaln section, which Is 149
milos o longth, involves very hoeavy work,
uud nacessitated a large number of tunnols —
muny of them inthe rexion of porpotusl
snow, mora than L0 feet above the sea,
The mountain section is to be worked partly
by adhesion on gradients of 21, percent, or
132 feer to the wmile, and partly (the loco-
motives belug geaved so that Lthey soter upon
tho track without stopplug) by the use of
toothed wheals upon the Abt svstom ovor
gradionts, the maximum of which Is 5 por
cout, or 432 4 por mile,

The Beunos Ayres papors roport that the
recent purohnss by Baron  Hivseh of 5,001
sgiuare leagues  of lund o the northe
orn part of tho Argontine Ropubha for 200,
00 soverclizns, makes him the possessor of o
territory lnegor than 1s ownoed by suy othor
wan, aud it exceeds 1o aren the kingdom ol
Montenegro.
